troops evacuated the greatest part 


of German territory they hitherto 


had occupied in front of our forti- 


fications and retreated to and across 


the border.” 


Commenting on the German air 


raid on the British naval base in 
the Firth of Forth yesterday, the 
communique added that “English 


maval forces were successfully at- 
tacked again” and that two war- 
ships had “sustained bomb hits of 


the heaviest caliber.” 


“This success was obtained de- 
spite the heaviest defense of the 
enemy by anti-aircraft fire and pur- 


suit planes,” the communique de- 


elared. 
Five Planes Reported Downed. 


During the fighting on the Western 


front yesterday, the High Command 
gaid, five enemy planes, 
which were two British craft, were 
shot down. 


The Supreme Command’s commu- 


nique said: 


“In the course of the day yester-

Prime Minister Chamberlain made 
an identical statement in the House 
of Commons. 

Text of Statement. 
The text of the Government state- 
ment follows: ; 

The House will wish to have 
an account of the series of air 
raids which took place in the 
Firth of Forth area yesterday 
afternoon, in the light of the in- 
formation now available, 

The air raid was carried out by 
12 or possibly more aircraft in 
waves of two or three at a time. 
Two civilians were slightly in- 
jured by shell fragments. Dam- 
age to civilian property was neg- 
Ugible. Naval casualties were 
caused on H. M. S. Southampton, 
Edinburgh and Mohawk. 

I regret to say that altogether 
three officers and 13 ratings (en- 
listed men) were killed or died of 
wounds, that two officers were 
slightly injured, that 11 ratings 
were seriously injured and 31 
slightly injured. 

The damage to H. M. S. South- 
ampton and H. M. S. Edinburgh 
was slight and both vessels are 
ready for sea. The damage to 
H. M. S. Mohawk is superficial. 
The enemy were at once engaged 
by our fighter squadrons and by 
anti-aircraft fire. Four enemy 
bombers were brought down, of 
which one was shot down by gun- 
fire. In addition, a number of 
other enemy aircraft were heavily 
engaged and some of these may 
not have been able to reach 
home. 

Air Raid Warnings. 

As the attack was local and 
appeared to be developing only 
on a small scale and as our de- 
fenses were fully ready it was 
not considered appropriate in this 
particular instance to issue an 
air-raid warning which would 
have caused dislocation and in- 
convenience over a wide area, 

The responsibility for issuing 
air raid warnings must be left 
to the competent authorities, but 
the circumstances in which 
warnings should be issued will be 
carefully reviewed in the light of 
the experience gained. 

At 10:30 a. m. today an air raid 
took place on Scapa Flow. The 
attack was made by about four 
machines. Two bombs fell very 
near H. M. S. Iron Duke and the 
ship sustained certain damages. 
No casualties occurred, 

H. M. S. Iron Duke is an old 
battleship which, it will be rec- 
ollected, was demilitarized under 
a London naval treaty of 1930 
and had all her armor removed. 
She has since been used for depot 
and training purposes. ; 

One aircraft was shot down in 
flames by the fire of either ship 
or shore guns and another prob- 
ably damaged.

Throughout the raid, trains con- 
tinued to cross the high span be- 
tween Rosyth and the south bank 
of the Firth, giving passengers a 
thrilling glimpse of the air battle 
raging over head. 
Eye-witnes$ accounts combined 
with a terse British communique 
to paint a picture of the raid, which 
took place between 2 and 3 p. m. 
Unofficial advices from Edinburgh 
indicated the raiders flew up the 
Firth from the North Sea at a high 
altitude, dodging coastal batteries 
and heading toward the Firth 
bridge, 30 miles inland. 
To reach their objective the Ger- 
man bombers were forced to fly 
approximately 500 miles from bases 
on the German coast. The raiders 
made three separate attacks at in- 
tervals of about half an hour, wit- 
nesses said. 

Communique on Fight. 
The first contact between the 
German planes and Royal Air Force 
craft, according to the British com- 
munique, occurred off May Island 
at the entrance to tne Firth, where 
two of the Nazi bombers were in- 
tercepted and driven back to sea. 

“Another enemy aircraft was en- 
gaged 10 minutes later over Dal- 
keith,” the communique said. “It 
fell in flames into the sea. Within 
a quarter of an hour a sharp com- 
bat took place off Crail and an- 
other raider fell into the sea. A 
third German aircraft was de- 
stroyed in the pursuit.” 

The communique gave no details 

of the downing of the fourth Ger- 
man plane reported destroyed. 
A fishing boat rescued three mem- 
bers of the crew of four from the 
wreckage of a German bomber 
which fell into the North Sea after 
being engaged by a British pursuit 
plane, 

One of the fishermen said the 
German airmen “all were very 
grateful for being rescued, and one 
of them—who spoke English fairly 
well—took a gold signet ring from 
his finger and gave it to my father, 
the skipper.” 

“There’s a ring for saving me,” 
the sailor quoted the flyer as say- 


ing. 
British Press Comment. 

British press comment termed 
“reassuring” the manner in which 
the raid had been met. 

“That all raids on Britain will 
have results as unimportant,” the 
Daily Telegraph said, “is too much 
to be hoped, but at least there is 
reassuring evidence of the fallibil- 
ity of the bomber and the strength 
of our defenses.” 

The Daily Express described the 
“first test” a victory for Britain’s 
defenses, and added: 

“Now we must make ready to 
drop 10 bombs on German military 
objectives for every one that draps 
in Britain.” 

The Times said “the abortive raid 
on the Firth of Forth may be the 
precursor” of a German air offen- 
sive. 

The Edinburgh Evening News, 
Saying pieces of shells fell in many 
parts of the city, declared, “We 
have an expensive and comprehen- 
sive air raid precautionary serv- 
ice. It was not operated by those 
in authority who have warned our 
housewives against light showing 
through chinks in blinds at night 
and have filled our houses with 
warning literature, to say nothing 
of. broadcast lectures. 

“And yet this daring raid took 
place and the public were left 
guessing whether it was a sham 
fight or the real thing.” 

The News said: “This war has 
produced many muddles and blun- 
ders, but none so extraordinary 
as that in the first air raid over 
Britain not even an air raid war- 
den blew his whistle.” 

The London Star estimated that

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NAZIS FIRE ON DUTCH 
PLANES NEAR EMDEN 


Protest Made Against Incident 
Occurriing After Britiish 
Craft Was Seen Near There 


THE HAGUE, Oct. 17 (AP). — 
The Government announced that 
Netherlands planes were fired on 
today by German anti-aircraft guns 
near the German port of Emden 
shortly after reports came from the 


frontier areas of an attempted Brit- 
ish air raid on Emden. 

The Government announced it 
was protesting to Berlin. 

The announcement, which said 
the planes were not hit, followed 
on reports from villages in north- 
eastern Netherlands that heavy fir- 
ing had been heard around Emden, 
which is three miles across Dollart 
Bay from Holland’s province of 
Groningen. 

Villagers along the bay said they 
saw a plane that appeared to be 
British flying toward Emden. 

Informed sources said the Neth- 
erlands planes were fired on: when 
they flew in the vicinity of Emden 
at 11:15 a. m. (4:15 a. m. St. Louis 
time). Artillery fire from the di- 
rection of Emden was heard first 
at about 7 a. m. and again at 11. 
It became so heavy at the latter 
hour that ‘windows in Netherlands 
villages rattled, 

The Government 
said: 

“This morning at 11:15 a. m. 
there was shooting from the direc- 
tion of Emden by anti-aircraft guns 
on Netherlands planes which flew 
along the border. The planes were 
not hit. The Netherlands Govern- 
ment is making a protest at Ber- 
lin.”

IRON DUKE ONE OF FIRST 
DREADNAUGHTS; FLAGSHIP 
IN BATTLE OF JUTLAND 


HE Iron Duke, among the 
T earliest dreadnaughts built, 

is the most famous ship in 
the British Navy today with the 
exception of Nelson’s Victory, 
which is preserved as a relic. A 
26,250-ton ship with 10 13.5-inch 
guns, it was Admiral Jellicoe's 
flagship at the Battle of Jutland 
and was in the thick of the 
fighting. 

After the war, three of the 
Iron Duke’s sister ships were 
scrapped and the Iron Duke was 
reduced to a travesty of its 
proud and powerful self by de- 
militarization in accordance 
with the world naval limitations 
treaty. Its belt armor, several 
of its boilers, two turrets and 
its torpedo tubes were removed, 
and it was designated as a gun- 
nery training ship. Despite the 
alterations it reinained much 
the same in general appearance.

Britain’s First Lord of the Ad-

These sources tauntingly asked 
whether the First Lord, Winston 
Churchill, would dare deny the ex- 
tent of the damage inflicted in the 
light of the documentary proof said 
to be in German possession.

Officials ridiculed British versions 


of German bombing activity. 

The communique also said 
that warfare on mercantile ship- 
ping in the North Sea and Bal- 
tic “yielded effective results” last 
week. It quoted English sources 
as saying that between Oct. 13 and 
15 seven steamers totaling 54,396 
tons had been sunk in the Atlantic. 

Background—It was in Scapa 
Flow that the crews of German 
warships scuttled their vessels 
after surrender at the end of 
the last World War, opening the 
seacocks while under the guards 
of British men of war. 

Although Scapa Flow was a main 
base of the British fleet during the 
last war, it was temporarily 
abandoned by battleships and battle 
cruisers in the early part of that 
war because of the menace of Ger- 
man submarine attack. 

The capital ships were taken 
around the west coast of Scotland 
because the anti-submarine de- 
fenses of the anchorage were con- 
sidered inadequate, 
generally assumed in Britain in 
recent months that the Admiral, 
had strengthened the defenses of 
Scapa Flow to minimize the danger 
of a new German attack.

CASE IN LITIGATION 
FOR 17 YEARS SO FAR 


Opinion Expresses Hope 
Policyholders Will Get 
Impounded Money Back 
ein Their Lifetime.’

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 17.— 
Some hope for an end to suits over 
funds impounded in the Missouri 


fire insurance rate litigation and 


the return to polieyholders of their 
money during their lifetime,” was 
expressed by the Missouri Supreme 
Court en banc today, in nolding 
Circuit Judge Nike G. Sevier of 
Cole County could, and should, turn 
over to the State Insurance Depart- 
ment a $2,360,468 balance of a fund 
held in his court in connection with 


the 1922 rate case. 
The court held the Judge should 


have paid the balance over to the 
department for distribution to the 
policyholders, after the Supreme 
Court in 1938 knocked out $155,000 


in fee allowances in the case by 
Judge Sevier, and ruled the Insur- 
ance Superintendent should have 
been custodian of the fund and not 
the Circuit Court. 

In the ruling the court, by a vote 
of four to three, made absolute a 
writ of prohibition forbidding Judge 
Sevier to take any action or issue 
an order affecting the balance of 
the fund now in custody of his 
court, except to transfer it to the 
Insurance Department. 


Long Drawn Out Litigation. 


“This litigation, in one phase or 
another, has been pending for 17 
years,” said Chief Justice Ernest 
M. Tipton, who wrote the opinion. 
“The policyholders have been de- 
prived of their money during this 
time. Certainly, litigation must end 
sometime, and in this instance 
nothing should now be done to hin- 
der the policyholders from having 
their money returned to them dur- 
ing their lifetime. 

‘It has been stated during the 
arguments of some of the various 
phases of the Aetna case, a suit 
over the fire rate reduction ordered 
in 1922, that only a very small per- 
centage of the policyholders who 
have not been paid can be found. 
If payment to the remaining pol- 
jcyholders be delayed any longer, 
of course, fewer of them will be 
able to be found.” 

Judges Albert M. Clark, George 
Robb Ellison and C. A. Leedy Jr. 
concurred in the opinion. The other 
three Judges, Charles T. Hays, 
James M. Douglas and Ernest S. 
Gantt, dissented, but did not issue 
a dissenting opinion. 

The majority opinion stated that 
the ruling left open the question 
of the liability of the Central Mis- 
souri Trust Co. of Jefferson City, 
in which the fund was deposited by 
Judge Sevier, and any individuals, 
for $390,768 of the original im- 
pounded fund which. was paid out 
on court orders issued by Judge 
Sevier, some of which were de- 
clared invalid by the Supreme 
Court in a previous decision. 

The court said determination of 
those questions could be made in 
another case now pending in the 
Circuit Court, in which the Insur- 
ance Department brought suit 
against the bank for $2,751,265, the 
full amount of the original im- 
pounded fund. The bank has de- 
nied any liability for amounts it 
paid out on Judge Sevier’s court 
orders, for fees, expenses of the 
litigation, and payments to policy- 
holders. 


Basis of the Suit. 


The case is an outgrowth of the 
so-called restitution suit, filed in 
1931 to compel 143 fire insurance 
companies to give an accounting 
and make restitution of all excess 
premiums not refunded to their 
policyholders after the courts had 
finally sustained a 10 per cent re- 
duction ordered by the State in 
1922. The companies had refunded 
about $10,500,000 of the more than 
$13,000,000 in excess premiums col- 
lected during the rate guilt: The 
companies paid $2,761,265 into Ch- 
cult Court in the restitution case. 

After the Supreme Court knocked 
out fee allowances by Judge Sevier 
and held the Insurance Superin- 
tendent should have been custodian 
of the impounded fund, the Central 
Missouri Trust Co., the depository 
by Circuit Court erder, filed a mo- 
on with Judge Sevier for an or- 
Cer authorizing the bank to turn 
over to the Insurance De ment 
the balance of $2,360,468 léft after 
payment of various amounts direct- 
ed by the Judge.

tan, Kan. Oscar and Benno have 
found employment in St. Louis 
with the aid of their mother’s 
cousin, Roscoe Anderson, an attor- 
ney. 
“After my father, who was pres- 
ident of a company manufacturing 
gyroscopic compasses in Kiel, Ger- 
many, retired in 1930, our family 
moved to its old home in the South- 
ern Tyrol, which had been taken 
over by Italy,” Oscar von Mayrhau- 
ser explained to a reporter today. 
“Until the anschluss, everything 
was all right. We still were Aus- 
trian citizens, even though we were 
living in Italy; I was planning to 
enter the Austrian diplomatic serv- 
ice, and Benno was studying in 
Munich to be an engineer. But 
then things changed. Suddenly 
the country I had planned to serve 
no longer existed. Benno found life 
unpleasant in Munich because he 
was an outspoken anti-Nazi. 
“In the Tyrol one dared not talk 
politics, because one of the listen- 
ers might be a spy for any one of 


and all its members now are becom-’ 


four parties. There were the Ital- 
ian Fascists, the Italians who op- 
posed Fascism, the German Nazis 
and the Germans who were not 
Nazis. Except for two or three 
families we xnew well, we had no 
friends and no éne with whom we 
could associate without fear. 
Subject to Army Duty. 

“Instead of Austrians, we now 
were German citizens, and there 
were three of us in the family of 
military age. We could be called 
any minute to fight for a regime 
we hated. After the crisis in Sep- 
tember, 1938, it was easy to see 
what would happen, and we knew 
we had to escape. . 

“Since my mother was born in 
America, she had no trouble getting 
permission to return. The rest of 
us, after months of waiting, got 
passports to visit the United States. 

“We could not all leave together, 
however, because of the legal com- 
plications. My mother sailed alone, 
from Italy. Father and Hedwig 
went on another boat. Benno and 
Guido went on still another, and I 
sailed alone from Amsterdam, where 
I had been working in a bank. 

“When we arrived in the United 
States, the question was how to 
keep our family together. Since 
my mother was a native American, 
there was no trouble for her and 
father, and my younger brother 
and sister as minor children, to be- 
come citizens; but Benno and I had 
to come in as immigrants, and the 
quotas were filled. 

“Senator Bennett Champ Clark 
introduced a bill to permit Benno 
and me to remain in the country, 
and my father tried in every way 
he knew how to get it passed. 
Finally it came up, and we held 
our breaths. 

Hearing on Special Bill. 

“I never shall forget that Senate 
hearing. Benno and I sat with our 
father in the back, waiting for 
the committee to consider the bill. 
We knew that only two objections 
were necessary to kill any special 
bill of this kind. 

“One special bill after another 
came up, and each time objections 
killed them. Then ours came up. 
One Senator rose and objected to 
its passage, and we knew that if 
one other Senator spoke against it, 
we were done for. Perhaps we could 
get to Canada or to South America, 
but we would be parted from the 
rest of our family. 

“The other Senator never rose. 
The bill got past the committee and 
was passed by Congress the last 
day before it adjourned. We were 
ready to start out as American 


citizens.”

U-Boat Warfare Intensified. 
“Toward the end of last week the 
U-boat warfare, which had for a 
fortnight been mainly directed upon 
neutrals, became again intensified.

“Four ships, including two French |. — 


ships, were sunk upon the western 
approaches during Saturday and 
Sunday, and three others were at- 
tacked but made their escape. 


“The British ships sunk agere- 
gated 13,000 tons. On the other 
hand, it should not be supposed 
that all the losses are upon one 


side. 

“The Admiralty has hitherto re- 
frained from giving the figures of 
the slaughter of U-boats which has 
been proceeding and is still pro- 
ceeding with increasing severity. 


“On Friday, last, for instance, 
four U-boats were certainly de- 
stroyed, including two of the larg- 
est and latest ocean-going U-boats 
in the German Navy. 

“Nothing like this rate of de- 
struction was attained at any mo- 
ment in the last war. During the 
last week for which I can give 
figures, that is to say, to the end 
of the sixth week of the war, seven 
U-boats were sunk. If we look back 
over the whole period of six weeks 
since the war began, we may esti- 
mate that 13 U-hoats have been 
sunk, that five have been seriously 
damaged and possibly sunk, and 
several others damaged. 


French Navy Active. 


“These figures are probably an 
understatement. Besides this, two- 
thirds of the U-boats which have 
been out raiding, have suffered at- 
tack from depth charges. The 
French navy, which is powerful 
and in the highest state of effi- 
ciency, has also been active and 
has certainly taken its toll, but it 
is not for me to give figures upon 
this subject. We believe therefore 
that out of about 60 U-boats ready 
for action at the beginning of the 
war, about one-third have already 
been sunk or seriously damaged 
and of the largest and latest ocean- 
going U-boats, the proportion jis 
at least one-fifth. 

“We actually hold survivors from 
the crews of three vessels of this 
highest class. We must thus take 
stock of the general position 
reached in the first six weeks of 
the U-boat war against British com- 
merce. Something from a third to 
a quarter of the total U-boat fleet 
of Germany has been destroyed 
and the gaps made in the skilled

Meanwhile, Russia was conduct- 
ing a propaganda campaign for ap- 
proval at a plebiscite Sunday of its 
annexation of the Polish Ukraine 
and White Russian territory. 

It was understood there were 
simultaneous steps against out- 
spoken opponents of the Soviet Gov- 
ernment in the occupied territories. 
Soviet officials insisted, however, 
that the vote would be fair and 
free. 

In the Baltic area, where Russia 
has expanded its influence through 
treaties with Estonia, Latvia and 
Lithuania, negotiations with Fin- 
land marked time. It was said that 
Dr. Juho Kusti Paasikivi, the Fin- 
nish envoy, probably would not re- 
turn here until late in the week. 
Paasikivi returned yesterday to 
Helsinki to consult his Govern- 
ment. 

Tass, the official Soviet news 
agency, announced signing of a 
1939-40 trade agreement between 
Lithuania and Russia, intended to 
double trade between the two coun- 
tries. 

Speculation was aroused here by 
reports from Riga, Latvia, that the 
U. S. S. R. had demanded that Ger- 
many order its citizens to emigrate 
hastily from the Baltic states, un- 
der the threat that it would not 


otherwise lend the Reich any of 


its gold reserve. 

Russia was said to want to elim- 
inate any future German claims on 
the Baltic states chrough racial mi- 
norities. No official comment on 
the reports was available from the 
Russians while unofficial German 
quarters scoffed at them. 

The U. 8 S. R. is known to have 
a considerable gold reserve but its 
amount is a state secret. It is not 
only producing much gold but also 
was understood to have received 
a great deal from the former Span- 
ish republican government in ex- 
change for war supplies.

This sudden increase in orders 
in the immediate future is danger- 
ous from the long-range viewpoint, 
Abbink said, because it will aggra- 
vate the unstable economy of 
Latin America. 

Cited as probably the most sig- 
nificant change in our Latin Amer- 
ican trade since 1914 was the in- 
crease in our exports and the de- 
crease in our imports in that area, 
Abbink said. While Latin America 
bought about 28 per cent of its re- 
quirements from us in 1914, in 1936 
the percentage had increaged to 
36, or as much as the combined

“While we rub our hands in satis- 
faction over the prospects of imme- 
diate increased business, we shall 


delude ourselves if we imagine this 
trend can long continue,” Abbink 
went on. “Decidedly it cannot, or 
how shall we be paid for our ex- 
ports? 

“Pioneer areas like Latin Ameri- 
ca, with no capital reserves, can 
pay for imports only by exchang- 
ing their products of soil, forests 
and mines on which an industrial 
economy such as ours depends, 
And we are taking less than our 
share should be.” 


Importance of the Mississippi and 
its navigable tributaries to cheaper 
marketing of crops was empha- 
sized by Fred Brenckman, Wash- 
ington representative of the Na- 
tional Grange. Placing inland wa- 
terway transportation under con- 
trol of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, as proposed in the 
Wheeler-Lea bill, he said, would be 
costly to the farmer because of in- 
creased rates, 

Oppose Coal Price-Fixing. 
Addressing the Mississippi Val- 
ley Association before the joint 
luncheon, former Congressman 
Chester A. Thompson of Rock 
Island, III., declared the proposal 
of the bituminous coal division of 
the Interior Department to fix 
prices on the basis of all-rail trans- 
portation rates threatens to wipe 
out the advantages of low-cost wa- 
ter transportation. 

“The very economic existenag of 
some industrial centers located on 
rivers of the Middle West is seri- 
ously threatened by the proposal to 
establish minimum prices on soft 
coal on such a basis,” he said. 
“Many large industries have been 
built close to good coal fields be- 
cause of the advantage of obtaining 
fuel at low cost, principally because 
of the small amount of transporta- 
tion involved. 

“The transportation of soft coal 
has reached major importance in 
the waterways system of the na- 
tion, as it has long been important 
in intercoastal shipping. If the 
coal industry is to survive and to 
meet the inroads made upon it by 
competing forms of energy, it must 
be given a free hand to meet com- 
petitive conditions.”

DAY PROCLAMATION 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 17 (AP) .— 
President Roosevelt proclaimed 
Nov. 11 yesterday as Armistice day, 
saying that it was appropriate for 
the American people to reflect upon 
the hour “when the voices of war 
were silenced and to look forward 
even now to atime when a just and 
enduring peace shall be established 
among all the peoples of the earth.” 

The proclamation, issued at a 
time when Europe again is engaged 
in conflict, commented on the 
“tragic situation in which the 
world finds itself today, with the 
destructive forces of war once 
again unleashed.”

You equally 
as well as I were the victim of a 
foul, frame-up conspiracy inspired, 
conceived, directed-and executed by 
Ahe anti-union employers of Cali- 
fornia and their henchmen in pub- 
lic office, because of our loyalty 
and devotion to the labor move- 
ment. 

“I keenly regret the failure of the 
California State Supreme Court, 
even at this late date, to grant Gov. 
Olson the requested permission to 
pardon you unconditionally as you 
should be. I am convinced beyond 
any doubt that Gov. Olson will ex- 
ercise that perogative and will 
eventually grant you a full and un- 
conditional pardon and. restore you 
to your full citizenship, as he did 
me on the seventh of last Janu- 


„ ad 
Gov. Olson said he had asked the 

Supreme Court last Friday to rec- 
ommend a pardon for. Billings be- 
cause he was convinced the man 
was convicted on perjured testi- 
mony and through suppression of 
evidence. He also called the court’s 
attention, he said, to the legal 
question arising out of the fact Bill- 
ings had not been prosecuted as an 
habitual criminal. The Governor 
said prominent members of the bar 
had éxpressed the belief Billings 
“stands convicted as merely a first 
offender.” 

Billings 22 When Convicted. 

Billings was 22 years old, when, 
on July 26, 1916, police arrested him 
and charged him with complicity 
in the bombing. a 

After a month-long trial he was 
convicted of first-degree murder 
and sentenced to a life term in 
Folsom prison, penitentiary for sec- 
ond-term convicts, 

Mooney was convicted and sen- 
tenced to hang. In the subsequent 
appeals and worldwide effort on 
Mooney’s behalf, which resulted in 
Gov. W. D. Stephens commuting 
the sentence to life imprisonment, 
Billings gradually dropped into the 
background of ‘public notice. 

However, in July, 1930, the Bill- 
ings case came before the State Su- 
preme. Court, which refused to 
recommend a pardon for him, His 
case was reopened again that year 
and hearings were held on review 
of trial testimony which, the de- 
fense claimed, was perjured. The 
court even entered Folsom to hear 
Billings plead his case, but in De- 
cember, 1930, it again turned him 
down. 

Nothing much was heard from 
Billingg again, except mention in 
Mooney’s numerous appeals and 
hearings in the latter’s attempt to 
gain a pardon, until in January, 
1934, when the board of prison 
terms and paroles refysed him a 
parole, and in February, 1938, when 
it again rejected his application for 
parole.

Though the Panthers were out- 
gained by untried Tennessee, 24 to 
19, in number of first-place votes, 
they gained enough support all 
along the line to get a total of 709 
points. 

This put Pitt, only Eastern eleven 
to crash the first 10, in front by 
79 points over Notre Dame, which 
also has won three games but took 
them all by the narrowest of mar- 
gins. The Irish, with 16 votes as 
No. 1 team, were followed in order 
by Oklahoma, tied but unbeaten; 
Tulane, Southeastern Conference 
power plant; Tennessee, which gets 
its first trial by fire against Afa- 
bama Saturday; Michigan, South- 
ern California, "Bama, Texas A. and 
M. and Ohio State. 

Michigan and Ohio State opened 
their Big Ten campaigns impres- 
sively last Saturday and are rated 
favorites for the conference title; 
Southern California, with eleventh- 
place Oregon, which fought the 
Trojans to a tie, stand out on the 
West Coast, and Texas Aggies drew 
most of their ballots on the strnegth 
of their 33-7 thumping of Villa- 
nova last week end.

Meissner, Hans Henrich Lammers, 
chief of the Reich’s Chancellory, 
and Baron Constantin Von Neu- 
rath, Reich’s protector for Bohemia 
and Moravia, insisted that the new 
plan was too risky unless at the 
same time the Germans prepared 
a strategic defense line behind 
their present positions, and made 
all preparations for an economic 
war and, finally, were prepared to 
return to the political situation be- 
fore Munich—namely, restoring Po- 
land and Czecho-Slovakia as the 
price of peace.

ONE of the Finnish people have 
N the slightest idea what Stalinite 
demands Dr. Juho K. Paasikivi 
has brought back in his pocket 
from Moscow, but if the Red Army 
attempts to invade this model de- 
mocracy of the far north, Finland's 
women as well as her men are pre- 
pared to fight to the last to pre- 
serve their country’s independence. 
The attitude of the Finns may be 
summed up by the declaration of 
one aristocratic woman who had 
just finished a 12-hour day with the 
Red Cross and said, We've fought 
the Russians ig eight wars and 
never lost but one. We are quite 
ready to fight them again.” 


As far as first impressions go 
this accurately expresses the senti- 
ment of these self-respecting, self- 
supporting northern people as their 
full Cabinet, headed by Premier 
Aimo Cajander, debated Russia's 
terms all afternoon yesterday and 
again today and Finland's fate 
hung precariously on its decisions. 
But precisely what the big Bolshe- 
vist bear has demanded of little 
Finland is carefully cloaked by 
Government officials. This secrecy 
is based on a desire -to avoid press 
polemics at all costs and a deter- 
mination to keep Finland’s powder 
dry. Fully 100,000 hard-muscled 
Finnish soldiers are doing that 
right now. 

Foreign Office Optimistic. 

So far the only Foreign Office 
comment on the negotiations with 
Moscow was expressed in this fash- 
ion: “We are still optimistic. We 
also have the impression that the 
possibilities of finding a Pacific 
solution are increasing every day.” 
But factual information to but- 
tress this analysis still» is lacking. 
It merely seems indicated that the 
Russo-Finnish conversations prob- 


ably will not reach a critical stage 


for some days. 

Meanwhile, the newly arrived 
visitor finds the capital strangely 
quite serene and decidedly like a 
city which suddenly got too big for 


itself. The absence of one-third |. 


of ‘its normal 300,000 inhabitants 
makes the streets and squares re- 
Markably spacious. Perhaps more 
surprising is the fact that so very 
few officers and soldiers are en- 
countered in the capital itself. Vir- 
tually the only positive evidence 
that the Finnis may be facing the 
alternative of capitulation or war 
is a curious one. The windows of 
thousands of shops and private 
homes are covered with the same 
pasted strips of paper which are 
now universally used in English 
and French cities as a precaution 
against air raids. But there are 
no familiar sandbags around door- 
ways and along building fronts. 
Things have not yet proceeded that 
far. 

Actually the Finns’ defenses prep- 
arations far exceed what meets the 
eye. They have evacuated several 
hundred thousand women and chil- 
dren into Central and Western Fin- 
land from the capital and the Rus- 
sian frontier districts—within the 
of a few days and entirely 
on a voluntary basis. Their very 
efficient women's auxiliary and 
Red Cross are both actively or- 
ganized behind the lines and 


throughout the country. In their 
undrimatic, methodical way the. 


Finns are preparing for the worst 
while hoping for the best. 


Reds Support Government. 


It is important to know that the 
nation is united from extreme right 
to extreme left and by general tes- 
timony something akin to the 
“sacred union” which welded all 
parties in France during the World 
War has been created here almost 
overnight.. Even Communistic 
Finns are reported supporting the 
Government and one of these told 
a right-wing official today: “May- 
be, I'll die, but I'll get at least five 
Russians first.” One gathers that 
even the frozen north can breed 
hornets. 

While the Finnish people are 
ready for whatever sacrifices ne- 
cessity may impose, Dr. Paasikivi 
returned yesterday morning on the 
train from Moscow and immediate- 
ly entered into a long consultation 
with Foreign Minister Eljas Erkko, 
with the Premier and several key 
Ministers, whereafter an emergency 
Cabinet meeting convened until 
late afternoon. The Ministers ad- 
journed, prepared for a second 
meeting today. It is believed that 
no final decisions regarding the 
Soviets’ proposals are likely to be 
taken, until after the all-Scandina- 
vian conference has completed its 
deliberations in Stockholm tomor- 
row and Thursday. President 
Kyosti Kallio and Erkko will head 
the delegation which flies to Stock- 
holm tomorrow morning to join the 
three Nordic Kings and their rep- 
resentatives. 

The Russo-Finnish question will 
not be the only subject discussed 
there, it is expected, even if it is 
the most urgent. During the World 
War the three Scandinavian mon- 
archs conferred periodically and 
the Stockholm Conference is re- 
garded here as simply the first of 
inter-Nordic pourparlers which will 
probably be maintained at intervals 
throughout the present conflict. 
The Scandinavian Governments’ 
mutual shipping problems, their 
exchange of commodities in war 
time, and relations with belligerents 
also are due to command attention.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HAT this country needs is a Presi- 

dent who is more of a statesman and 
less of a politician—one who not only be- 
lieves and hopes but who knows we can 
keep out of this war. I mistrust Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in this emergency because, 
to my mind, he more and more appears 
like President Wilson. 

In the complexity of his character, it 
seems to me, the Messiah complex is com- 
bined with the quality of a high-handed 
politician, mastery of words and persua- 
siveness of appeal with subtle fanaticism, 
personal ambition with profession of in- 
terest in public welfare, autocratic lean- 
ings with fervent assurances of love of 
democracy, strange internationalism with 
high pretense of native patriotism.

Here is a three-item record of the day: 

1. Isadore Londe, ex-convict and convicted 
bomber, due to appear in court at Steelville, Ma., 
as defendant in a bombing trial, was found in jail 
at Los Angeles under the name of Allen Russo, 
charged with participation in a $5000 street 


robbery. 
2. Although jointly indicted in connection with 


the $10,000 extortion payment by theater owners, 
John P. Nick, dethroned boss of the movie op- 
erators’ union, and Edward M. (Putty Nose) 
Brady, State Representative from the Fourth St. 
Louis District, were granted separate trials in 


St. Louis Circuit Court. 
3. After 16 months of delay, the first-degree 


murder trial of James Seymour for the killing of 

Amadio Martorelli at last got under way in 

Circuit Court at Clayton. 

Londe, let it be said for him, was living down to 
the lowest traditions of his calling of crime. On 
parole from the Michigan State prison, on bond of 
$50,000 pending appeal of his conviction in the 
Howard Cleaners shop bombing, on bond of $25,000 
in the Cuba (Mo.) factory bombing, he appears to 
have been one of three men who stole $5000 from 
two insurance company representatives in Santa 
Monica, Cal. 3 

How many times can this murderous hoodlum, this 
notorious gangster, flout the law, throw bombs, com- 
mit robberies to keep himself going, to meet bail 
costs, to pay his criminal lawyers, before organized 
society puts him away once and for all? 

Isadore Londe’s criminal career, from its start 
at the age of 13 to this day, is a travesty on crim- 
inal justice. In particular he has made ridiculous 
the privilege of bail in Missouri. Held without bond 
prior to his conviction in the Howards Cleaners case 
—the case in which he was identified as the bomber 
by Lee Baker, on whose life a murderous attack was 
made in Londe’s behalf—he was released on bail 
as soon as he was convicted and so returned by the 
Court to his vicioys trade. n 

After that came the Cuba bombing. Then another 
arrest. Then more bond. Then another release by 
court order. Now the erime in Los Angeles, where 
another $75,000 in bond has been piled up. Arrests 
have been hardly more than incidents in Londe’s 
diabolical business, trivial hindrances at most. 

Bond of $150,000 against Londe. Bond against him 
equal to the salary of the President of the United 
States for two years—for half a term! And that is 
what Londe has lived on. The law-abiding citizen 
might need bail once, twice in a lifetime. For 
Londe it has been a key to the jail door. 

What is bail for, anyway? Is it to protect the 
citizen from imprisonment pending proof of guilt 
or innocence or is it to provide regular escape for 
habitual criminals? It is high time that the use of 
bail by the Londes was put under legal restrictions 
in Missouri. 

Item 2 on yesterday’s record brings up the old evil 
of mandatory severances in criminal trials. Under 
a poorly phrased Missouri law, our-Judges con- 
sistently rule that separate trials must be granted 
when asked for by co-defendants. Judge Aronson 
followed that practice when he separated the trials 
of Nick and Putty Nose Brady. 

Yet a child can see that separate trials for persons 
charged jointly and against whom the same testimony 
will be presented mean unnecessary expense and 
delay. If the case against Nick and Brady is the 
same, why should the taxpayers be asked to foot the 
cost of two trials?

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CASH NOW MEANS CASH. 
The administration has acted to strengthen both th 
neutrality revision bill and its own tactical position 
by agreeing to remove the 90-day credit provision 
from the measure.

Hitler has said that there will not be 
another Versailles; can Mr. Chamberlain 
say that? The present Government of this 
country must be challenged to say what it 
offers; if it can offer nothing better to its 
own people than the probability of further 
wars, and nothing better to the Germans 
than another Versailles, it may become ap- 
parent that an intensification of party strife 
in England is the right course. 

Refraining from party strife does not mean 
that, we now think that the “National” Gov- 
ernment can be trusted, or that we have 
forgotten or could ever forget the dishon- 
esty and futility of Simon-Hoare-Chamber- 
lain policy. It simply means that we are 
prepared to work under their leadership for 
an object that is approved. 

To define the object merely as “victory” 
should be unacceptable. The opposition 
should do far more than see that the war 
is conducted efficiently; it must see that na- 
tional unity is not created save for aims 
that are acceptable and clearly and positive- 
ly stated. If the present Government can- 
not meet this challenge, it must make way 
for a government that can.

Germany’s Two Fronts

DOLF HITLER is in a tough spot. He 

has a real war on the Western front 
along the Siegfried line. It will be a war of 
attrition, probably, a slow process—cautious, 
cunning, gnawing and nibbling, inch by inch, 
day by day, probably year by year, upon the 
almost impregnable line which the Germans 
have laid out on the French boundary. This 
war will be expensive in lives and it will 
take the best military brains of Germany to 
solve its problem. 

But. on the East, along the Russian fron- 
tier, where once was Poland and where now 
the adjoining countries are slowly falling 
under the sway of Russian diplomacy, an- 
other line more dangerous to Germany than 
the Western front is forming. 

It will not be a battle line, but neverthe 
less, even though Germany should win on 
the Western front, the loss of prestige in the 
Baltic, the rise of an imperialist Russia, will 
threaten Hitler as seriously as the British 
and French threaten him on the West. 

For when Bolshevik Russia stepped over 
her boundary, when the bear got out of his 
cage and turned his eyes to the West and 
South, only one real enemy faced him. That 
man was Adolf Hitler, the very man who 
broke down the Russian frontier and invit- 
ed the bear to range in Poland and get 3 
taste of blood.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17 (AP). — 
President Roosevelt urged officers 
ef the Intergovernmental Commit- 
tee on Political Refugees today to 
speed the task of helping 300,000 
made homeless before the Euro- 
pean war began in order to be pre- 
pared to cope with new problems 
when the current conflict ends. 

He called for “redoubled vigor” 
because of the possibility of a refu- 
gee problem of “infinitely greater 
magnitude.” 

Speaking at a luncheon for the 
delegation representing six coun- 
tries, Roosevelt asserted that 


“when this ghastly war ends there | 
may be not 1,000,000 but 10,000,000 | 


or 20,000,000" persons who will en- 
ter into the problem of the human 
refugee. 

The first task of the intergovern- 
mental committee, the President as- 
serted, was to take care of refugees 
who must find new homes in other 
countries as a result of disloca- 
tions before the current war began. 

Finding Homes a Problem. 

The President requested that, as 
the second great task before the 
committee, “it start at this time a 
serious and probably a fairly ex- 
pansive effort to survey and study 
definitely and scientifically this 
geographical and economic problem 
of resettling several million people 
in new areas of the earth's surface.” 

There are many vacant spaces 
where European settlers could live 
permanently, the President assert- 
ed. Such areas, he said, cover many 
portions of the Africah, American 
and Australasian portions of the 
globe, millions of square miles lo- 
cated in relatively young republics 
and in colonial possessions or do- 
minions of older nations. 

“We hope and we trust,” Roose- 
velt declared, “that existing wars 
will terminate quickly; and if that 
is our hope, there is all the more 
reason for all of us to make ready, 
beginning today, for the solution of 
the problem of the refugee. 

“The quicker we begin the under- 
taking and the quicker we bring it 
to a reasonable decision, the quick- 
er will we be able to say that we 
can contribute something to the 
establishment of world peace.

Has Learned 
To Aid Deaf 


Modern Surgery Less Effi- 


cient There Than With 
Eyes, but Has Progressed

EAFNESS is relative. Since 
the introduction of the audio- 
meter it has been possible to 
measure the amount of deafness 
and record it quite accurately. An 
ear-piece is clamped over the ear, 
the other ear is stopped and sounds 
of different loudness are produced, 
beginning with the faintest sound 
heard by the normal ear. The per- 
son being tested makes a sign at 
the first sound heard, The other 
ear is tested in the same way, 
The degrees of sound are called 
decibles. Loss of nine decibles is 
considered the point at which hear- 
ing handicap occurs. In other 
words, it is the lowest degree of 
deafness. Tests of school children 
show that about 6 per cent have 
a loss of nine decibles or more. It 
is fair to assume that the adult 
population contains at least as 
large a number of relatively deaf 
persons. 


In childhood the causes of deaf - 
ness are, for the most part, due to 
infection —infection of the ear fol- 
lowing infectious diseases, such as 
scarlet fever and measles, or from 
infected adenoids and tonsils, or 
chronic infection of the nose. These 
cases present fairly hopeful pros- 
pects, if not for the relief of the 
deafness, at least for prevention 
of further impairment. If nothing 
else can be done, at least these 
children can be taught lip reading 
and other aids, and can be segre- 
gated in school so that they are 
not in competition with their more 
favored companions, 


The deafness which comes on in 
adult life is a different story. It is 
slowly progressive, beginning with 
head noises and ringings that are 
often more annoying than the deaf- 
ness itself. The cause is otosclero- 
sis, a replacement of new spongy 
bone around the internal ear which 
fixes the small bones of the middle 
ear so that the vibration and the 
conduction of sound are impossible. 
It would be unfair, in the present 
state of medical knowledge, to hold 
out much hope for cure or even for 
arresting the progress of the deaf- 
ness in these cases. 


I have long thought that the prin- 
cipal treatment of this type of deaf- 
ness is psychological rather than 
medical. The author of a recent 
textbook says, I think wisely: “The 
patient must be encouraged to learn 
lip reading as soon as the diagnosis 
has been made; while there is still 
useful hearing, it is easy to learn 
and, when expertly done, replaces 
the lost hearing in all situations 
when the lips of the speaker can 
be seen by the patient. For other 
purposes 4 hearing aid of the elec- 
tric type, with a bone conduction 
receiver, is most helpful.” 


Modern surgery is much less effi- 
cient here than in the organs of 
sight. Nature has put the eye on the 
surface of the body, but it has 
locked away hearing in the fast- 
nesses of a grotto of ‘solid bone. 
But experimental surgical research- 
ers hold out the hope that some 
practical method may soon be per- 
fected. 


I have written of somte of the 
trials of such persons. There may 
be added here the advice of the 
charming essayist, E. S. Martin: 
“A deaf man who really wants to be 
good has it in his favor that there 
are a number of sinful things he 
cannot do to advantage. He cannot 
play poker, he cannot flirt, he has 
even a greater incentive to be tem- 
perate than most men, for carou- 
sals are dull sport to a deaf man. 
He had better be good. He may be 
virtuous and still not be happy— 
whatever the copybooks declare— 
but certainly, being deaf, he has 
a great deal better chance of being 
happy by sticking to virtue than by 
trying to be successfully wicked.”

Hillis Arnold has a 
way of expressing himself more 
vividly, graphically and forcefully 
than is given to ordinary mortals. 
His work.in sculpture speaks a 
language which reflects rich imag- 
ination, deep philosophy, a virile 
youthful spirit. : 
He is slight, wavy haired, with a 
mischievous twinkle in his eye, 
but it is plain he has done more 
thinking than many young fellows 
of his 30 years. 
Take one of his pieces, called 
“Burden,” which when exhibited in 
a comprehensive collection of 
American art in New York, drew 
from the captious art critic of 
Time magazine the opinion, “the 
most arresting piece in the whole 
show.” It represents two figures, 
the stronger, more intelligent, am- 
bitious man bearing on his back 
the weight of. the less intelligent, 
more inert man and thus bearing 
the burden of the world’s progress. 
“In the front view (the strong 
figure side) I try to give a dynamic 
feeling. It is expressed in angular 
movements. The back view (the 
weak figure) with rounded curves 
gives a static, dull feeling, the 
tangled feet the expression of con- 
fusion,” Arnold explained in the 
carefully picked out syllables of his 
halting speech. I thought the 
image might well be an illustration 
of how, with* ambition, intelligence 
and industry, its creator himself 
has flung the burden of physical 
handicap lightly over his shoulder 
and gone ahead. 
In his studio at Monticello Col- 
lege, seven miles from Alton at 
the little station of Godfrey, III., 
where for a year he has been in- 
structing and interpreting modern 
sculpture to young women, the 
sculptor was surrounded by photo- 
graphs and reproductions of his 
work which are a notable record 
of achievement and the expression 
of a many-sided personality. Ar- 
nold was graduated with honors 
in architecture and the fine arts 
from the University of Minnesota.
